To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Columbia,  in 
the  County  of  Coos,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Town,  on  Tuesday,  the  9th  day  of  March,  next 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

1.  To    bring    in  your    ballots    for  the    election    of 

delegates  at  large,  alternate  delegates  at  large, 
delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  the  Nation- 
al convention  of  the  various  political  parties  to 
be  held  to  nominate  party  candidates  for 
President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States. 

2.  To  bring  in  your  ballots  for  the  election  of  a 

delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Convention,  to 
be  held  at  the  State  House  Concord,  New 
Hampshire,  on  May  12th,  1948. 

3.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  a  Town  Cleirk 

for  the  year  ensuing. 

4.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one  Selectman 

for  three  years  ensuing. 

5.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one  or  more 

Auditors  for  the  year  ensuing. 

6.  To   choose   by  ballot   and   major  vote.   Library 

Trustees  for  the  year  next  ensuing. 
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7.  To    choose    by    ballot    and    major    vote    a   Tax 

Collector  for  the  year  ensuing. 

8.  To   choose  by  ballot  and   major   vote  all   other 

necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 

for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  year  ensuing. 

10.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 

for  the  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  in- 

struct its  Selectmen  to  take  such  action  regard- 
ing rolling,  plowing  or  otherwise,  in  keeping 
winter  roads  open  in  said  Town  for  the  year 
ensuing,  as  in  their  judgment  seems  most 
conductive  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Town, 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  State  Aid  for 

construction  of  Class  V  roads  and  raise  and 
appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  purposes  the 
sum  of  $397.54;  and  the  State  will  contribute 
the  sum  of  $1,588.15. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  one  or  more 

road  agents  to  serve  the  Town  for  the  year 
ensuing,  and  if  one  or  more  is  elected,  to  define 
the  limits  of  said  district  or  districts  that  is  to 
be  covered  by  such  road  agents  as  elected. 

14i.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  and 
authorize  its  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a  contract 
for  a  term  of  years  with  the  Public  Service 
Company  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  purpose  of 
street  lighting  at  the  Valley,  so-called,  in  said 
Town  of  Columbia,  and  to  do  any  and  all 
matters  and  things  necessary  to  excute  a 
proper  contract  touching  the  premises,  and 
make  appropriations  for  the  same. 

15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
contribute  to  the  White  Mountain  Region 
Association. 


16.  To   see   what   action   the   Town   will   take   with 

reference  to  hiring  the  Colebrook  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fires,  in 
said  Town,  and  in  event  of  favorable  action,  to 
make  the  necessary  appropriation  for  the  same. 

17.  To  raise  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 

the  upkeep  of  cemeteries. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  price  per 

day  for  the  hiring  manual  labor,  teams  and 
trucks  for  work  on  town  roads. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 

Selectmen  to  incur  the  debts  for  temporary 
loans  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  ensuing 
municipal  year  and  to  pay  such  debts  out  of  the 
tax  money  when  it  is  received. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 

administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquir- 
ed by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector's  Deeds. 

21.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 

for  the  support  of  the  town  charges  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  in- 

struct its  Selectmen  to  purchase  a  new 
Hydraulic  Pump  for  snow  plow  in  said  town, 
and  make  appropriation  for  the  same. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  a 

certain  highway  in  said  Town  of  Columbia,  and 
thus  described: 

"Commencing  on  the  Town  line  between  the 
Town  of  Colebrook,  N.  H.,  and  said  Town  of 
Columbia  at  a  point  southerly  of  what  is  known 
as  the  Fry  Holden  place;  thence  south  easterly 
on  the  now  traveled  road  until  it  ends  at  the 
old  Barbor  Building,  so-called." 


24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  a 

certain  highway  in  said  Town  of  Columbia,  and 
thus  described: 

"Commencing  at  a  point  opposite  the  Bungy 
School  house,  so-called,  on  what  is  known  as 
the  Bungy  Road,  thence  extending  southerly 
for  approximately  one-half  mile  to  the  end  of 
said  road,  to  be  discontinued." 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  selectmen 

to  secure  the  assistance  of  the  State  Tax 
Commission  in  reappraising  the  taxable 
property  in  the  town  in  order  to  secure  greater 
equality  as  between  taxpayers,  and  to  insure 
the  assessment  of  all  property  in  the  town  on 
the  same  standard  of  value,  and  to  raise  money 
to  pay  for  the  same. 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  reports 

of  Agents,  Auditors,  Selectmen,  and  all  other 
officers  and  ratify  and  confirm  the  same. 

27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  repair  its  part  of 

the  roof  of  the  Columbia  Bridge  or  recover  the 
roof  with  new  steel  provided  that  the  town  of 
Lemington  votes  at  its  town  meeting  to  do 
likewise,  and  make  appropriation  for  the 
same. 

28.  To    transact    any    other    business    which    may 

legally  come  before  this  meeting.
